APPLES. 

We hardly, in our abundance, give apples—the 
best fruit that grews—their full value and conse 
quence; but, properly taken eare of, they are among 
the most profitable products of a farm. The New 
York papers give an account of an orehardist in that 
State, who makes good account of them. Robert 
L. Pell, Esq, of Petham, Westchester county, N 
Y., has an orchard of twenty thousand apple trees, 
all bearing Newtown Pippins. By trimming and 
the application of the best manures, he has brought 
the fruit to unusual size and excellence. The ap- 
ples are picked and packet in barrels, without being 
rolled or jolted in carts, and so arrive in the very 
best order for shipment. Last year they were sold 
in London at twenty-one dollars per barrel, and the 
merchant to whom they were consigned, wrote that 
the nobility and other people of great wealth had actu- 
ally bought them by retail at a guinea adozen; which 
is some forty-five cents an apple.
